Ju dd tou ched on 
three of the u nfortu nate resu lts that, in hii 
opinion, wou ld com e with governm ent financ­ 
ing and control. 
First, the wholly volu ntary 
relationship 
between doctor and patient wou ld

paired. 
Second, the traditional concept of

plete privacy with no interm ediary between 
doctor and patient also wou ld be endangered 
—in his words, “ When the doctor gets paid 
in part or in whole by the governm ent, little 
by little be comes to work for the

ment.** 


Third, the incentives which lead doctors 
to do their best work and to im prove them ­ 
selves wou ld be u nderm ined—and the 
pa­ 
tient wou ld be the biggest loser. 
Call it what you will—governm ent finan­ 
ced medicine, governm ent directed medicine,

medicine — the
